RAZIL, 
our sister 
in 
South 
America, is destined to hold a 
very prominent place in our 
affections during the approach­ 
ing years, and many likable and ad­ 
mirable qualities and characteristics 
nf her ingenuous people are little un­ 
derstood and even less appreciated by 
tin» vast majority of North Americans, 
a writer in the Brooklyn Eagle ob­ 
serves. 


Of all the Latin-American republics 
on the great South American continent 
Brazil alone has positively and active­ 
ly cast her lot with ours. She alone 
of all the South American republics 
actually decLared war against Ger­ 
many. This step was taken not only 
on account of grievous or belligerent 
acts committed against the people of 
Brazil by Germany, but also because 
the people of Brazil, like ourselves, 
imd declared themselves definitely and 
permanently opposed in principle to 
German practices and atrocities, and 
Ro Brazil distinctly stands with us as a 
champion of humanity and, therefore, 
our complete ally, materially and spir­ 
itually. 
Brazilian tradition has also 
considered the United Stales as her 
best friend among all the nations, and 
now we are allies, and in the con­ 
structive future that a^vaits us after 
the war the United States of Brazil 
and the United Slates of America will 
inevitably assume the leadership of 
the western world. 


It should, be, in the meantime, not 
only the pleasure but the duty of every 
North American to learn all he can of 
this new comrade who is to share*our 
destiny; of his personality and his 
temperament at work and at play. It 
will surprise many of us when we 
realize that we are not by any means 
llnttered by comparison. 


Brazilian Innately Courteous. 


When an American ilrst sets foot 
on Brazilian soil he is immediately im­ 
pressed by the Brazilian’s innate cour­ 
tesy, evidenced on every side among 
all classes of people without regard 
to “race, color or previous condition of 
servitude.” Possibly one of the most 
conspicuous examples of this, at least 
one that is especially noticeable to a 
North American, is experienced in the 
use of public conveyances. In a tram 
car or an omnibus one is absolutely 
astounded when he sees persons al­ 
ready seated making way for a new­ 
comer at a great personal inconven­ 
ience, and again when the courtesy is 
acknowledged by the action of the new 
arrival in tipping his hat and in a 
friendly smile of good fellowship, in­ 
stead of the kick and scowl which are 
too frequently manifested ill the street 
ears of our own large cities. 
Such 
incidents are not exceptions, but a 
rub*, 
and 
extreme 
consideration is 
shown on ail occasions. It soon be­ 
come* contagious, and once acquired 
or regenerated, one’s good nature can­ 
not long be curtailed, and it is no time 
before the^stranger becomes fundiy at­ 
tached to his affable Brazilian host, 


One cannot wander about the streets 
and shops even for a day before he re­ 
mark* that nearly every one lie meets 
can converse not only in Portuguese, 
tho "native language, but usually also in 
Knglish or French. It is the «w e p ü o n 
in a Brazilian family of even moderate 
circumstances when the members can­ 
not speak well and correctly two or 
three languages. 
How many Ameri­ 
cans of one's acquaintance can intelli­ 
gently and freely converse in any other 
tongue than his native “American"? 


Then, too, tlie Brazilian shows much 
greater familiarity with and apprecia­ 
tion of the arts and literature of other 
nations than doi- his North American 
neighbor. The Brazilian truly recog­ 
nizes and estimates good art, whether 
in music, literature painting or sculp­ 
ture, and the recitals, «-«»ucerts and 
exhibitions are always well attended 
and conspicuous to North Americans 
bt cause of tlie large inclusion of the 
poorer people iu attendance on such 
occasion*. ^WsJbly the best evidence 
of this may be observed in the char­ 
acter of the audiences assembled at the 
moderate priced opera house*. 


Opera Instead of Burlesque. 


Opera in Brazil is a national institu­ 
tion. ISmi the mediocre companies are 
veil supported and during the season, 
which luslu for man> wu«fc^fU opera 


houses are crowded. As in Italy, one 
mny sec and hear an excellent per­ 
formance for a trivial entrance fee. 
There are many of these lower priced 
opera houses in all the larger cities 
and they are patronized by the same 
class of people that in the United 
Stales throng the vaudeville and bur­ 
lesque theaters. In the galleries one 
sees the most unfortunate specimens 
of humanity; many are barefooted and 
ill clad, but all seek diversion or dis­ 
traction by listening to the plaintive 
overtures of Verdi or Mascagni. And 
such applause I A home run made by 
Benny Ivauf with the bases full would 
not cause such a demonstration as a 
well rendered aria from “La Tosca” 
or “Aida“ by a visiting Spanish or 
Italian prima donna. 


W hether It is this aesthetic charac­ 
ter or an inherent delicacy, a pro­ 
nounced gentility is noted In the per­ 
sonality of the Brazilian. Highly sen­ 
sitive and sympathetic by nature, he is 
also extremely generous and consid­ 
erate, and we should cultivate most 
assiduously the personal regard of 
these most delightful people who are 
now offering us their national friend­ 
ship. 


Tlie Brazilian already sincerely ad­ 
mires and likes the North American, 
and, unfortunately, this feeling toward 
us is not evidenced by the people of 
any other Latin-American nation, at 
least not to such an extent as is true 
in Brazil. This may partially be ex­ 
plained by the recollection that in Bra­ 
zil our national policies and motives 
have never been misunderstood nor 
impugned, but, on the contrary, Brazil 
has in the past frequently championed 
our cause in Latin America when such 
action was exceedingly unpopular. 


Clever in Mechanics. 


In a people possessed to a marked 
degree of such deep sympathy and fine 
emotions as are the Brazilians one 
might not expect to find mechanical 
genius as another national attribute. 
Yet not only is the Brazilian unusually 
clever in mechanical arts and sciences, 
but he is extremely quickwitted, learns 
easily nnd is swift to improve upon 
any contrivance in its adaption to local 
conditions. 


During the last four years many suc­ 
cessful manufacturing industries have 
been established in Brazil, many of 
which require practical skill and spe­ 
cially trained operators, and these have 
readily been found among Brazilians. 
The municipality of Sao Paulo holds 
an 
annual industrial exhibition, 
to 
which are admitted only articles manu­ 
factured by the “Paulistas,“ as the peo­ 
ple of the city of Sao Paulo are known 
throughout Brazil, The local products 
include various types of machinery, ar­ 
ticles of iron and steel, brass and cop­ 
per; textiles, including .cotton, woolens 
and even a very superior- quality of 
silk; clothing for both men and wo­ 
men ; haberdashery, shoes, hats, gloves, 
trunks, leather good - and a vast num­ 
ber of other creations requiring highly 
skilled operators and intricate ma­ 
chinery, all of which demonstrates the 
remarkable versatility of the Brazil­ 
ians.

Grain Seeds From Western Can' 
ada Do Well in Ohio. 


Demand for Them Is Bound to Add 
Value to the L&nd of Our North* 
ern Neighbor, Now to 
Be Had Cheap. 


A large area of the land in several 
counties in Ohio prepared for spring 
seeding will be seeded with Marquis 
wheat—a spring variety. 
This wheat is 
imported from Western Panada. Itwiis 
about three years ago that the first of 
this seed was Imported Into the States, 
and the result, watched each succeed­ 
ing year, proved that Ohio soil and 
spring seeding was a success. 
The 
demand for the seed has now become 
so great that one of the largest seed 
houses in the state, that has been pur­ 
chasing from Western Canada farmers 
and Importing it. has decided to pur­ 
chase a large block of land in that 
I country for the purpose oi growing the 
grain * themselves. 
They will devote 
a considerable portion of their West­ 
ern Canada holdings to growing oats, 
barley and rye. 
Their action Is a 
strong indorsement of the product. For 
some time past a considerable quan­ 
tity of seed oats has also been import­ 
ed. 
The prolific yield reported was 
what probably gave an impetus to the 
introduction of wheat. 


It was found, though, after a couple 
of years the quality of the oats, as 
well as the yield, began to deteriorate 
when grown seed was used, making It 
necessary for fresh importations every 
couple of years. 
It is possible that 
the same experience may follow the 
growing of Western Canada wheat. In 
fact it is quite probable, and the Ohio 
farmer will find it necessary to Import 
every two years. 


With the success that has followed 
the Ohio farmers* experiments with 
this imported seed It is possible other 
states now growing winter wheat will 
begin growing spring wheat. 
Tt may

The time lias come for constructive public- action 


that will bring about a right handling of our private 
timber lands. The practice oi forestry o'i private timber 
lands is entirely possible, when coupled with a liberal 
policy of public co-operation and assistance. Such pub- 
lic help should be provided and forestry be made man- 
datory. 


Our country is progressively destroying its forests. 


The consequences are very far-reaching. .The exhaus-

The leaders of the southern pine industry say that the original sup-

Already there is an acute problem of supplies for paper mills and for other 
industries in the East which use specialized material. Pacific coast timber 
is entering the eastern markets. 
This means that the price of home- 


grown timber has risen to a point making it possible to ship timber 3,000 
miles in competition with it 


Timber land owners have not recognized an obligation to prevent 


their properties from becoming a source of injury to the community. Even 
in organized fire protection the chief effort is confined to the stands of 
merchantable timber. The character of the forest problem is such as to 
require the participation and direction of the public.

Last year sporting goods either escaped taxation entirely or were 


taxed on certain articles 3 per cent. 
This year all sporting goods are 


taxed 10 per cent. 
Other "luxuries" or "semi-luxuries'' are taxed 2, 3 or 


5 por cent—jewelry 3, chewing gum 2, cosmetics ,'J, and so on. I don't 
care how much they tax sporting goods, but I make a big distinction 
between sporting goods and athletic goods. 


The committee which fixed the tax on sporting goods had the idea 


that they were taxing the major leagues and "rich sportsmen." The fact 
ie that ail the professional ball chilis in the United States buy less than 
one-half of 1 per cent of the sporting goods manufactured (and that 
almost at cost for advertising purposes), while over GO per cent (some 
say 70) are bought by boys under eighteen years of age. 


The tax falls hardest upon the boy athletes. You knew how impor- 


tant it is to develop thv boy athletes in this country. Congress itself has 
said it wanted to encourage them, and then by a boneheaded blunder soaks 
them with a 10 per cent tax meant to hit others. 


The tax doe? not hit the mnimfarturei\ as he passes it on. The manu- 


facturer will Eimply add the tax and collect it when the goods are delivered. 


I don't care how much they tax sporting goods. 
Anyone who can 


afford to buy a $J(>0 gun or $5(1 fishing rod or a $10 pair of wading boots 
ought to be'taxed, but the kids c-an't afl'ord it. Every article the kids use 
in Baseball, football, tennis, basket ball or any other game is taxed. 


My idea is that athletic goods ought to be distinguished from sport- 


ing goods and exempted from taxation to encourage the development of 
young athletes.

My Dear Mrs. Dimock: I have noted with 
genuine interest the plans of the George Wash­ 
ington Memorial association for a memorial to 
the boys of 1017 as well as those of *76. No 
one could withhold approval from such plans.

Harrisburg, May 2G. 101!) 


Dear Sir: — 


House Bill, No. 419, giving thos of- 


fice atihority to issue checks direct to 
;laimants for bounty has been signed 
jy the Governor and after June 1, 
919, will be the law in this State. 
Under the provisions of this Act a 
jounty of $8.00 will be paid for wild 
;als, $1.00 for a mink and .$2.00 each 
or foxes and weasels. 


The skins of all animals for the 


dlling of which a bounty is clained 
nust be sent to this office by tho 
laimant, just as they are now sent 
vlien the affidavit is made before u 
ustice of the Peace. The skin must 
iot be mutilated and affidavits must 
learly state when as well as -where 
he animal in question was killed if 
he claimant hopes to profit by the 
ncreased bounty on wild cats and 
vcascls as provided for in this bill. 
Special Deputy Game Protectors arc 
ludiorized by this Act to take affida- 
its of this character and are entitled 
o the same fee that a Justice could 
laim for like services, but must sup- 
)ly himself with a proper identifying 
seal at his own expense. Paid Game 
^rotector is not entitled to such fee. 
Ml individuals in the State authorized 
to administer oaths can take such 
ailiutiviL

bounty on either a wild cat or a wens- 
el as provided by this Act through 
the presentation of the skin of an an- 
imal killed before June 1, 1919., is 
punishable by fine and imprisonment, 
and a false affidavit in this regard is 
perjury.

Is New Problem 


Customs Officers Puzzled to Find 
Way to Prevent Threat­ 
ened Evil. 


HARD TO ENFORCE RULES 


Treasury 
Department 
Bombarded 
With Requests for Rulings—Air- 
planes and Hydroplanes Classed 
as Automobiles for Time 
Being. 


Washington.--Smuggling by airplane 
Rounds exciting, and is proving so to 
the customs division of the treasury, 
which is. so to speak, “up In the air” 
about it. 
For the time being, the de­ 
partment has ruled that airplanes and 
hydroplanes are automobiles so far 
rs it is concerned, but it is well aware 
that calling a bird a wagon will not 
bring it down to earth where it can 
tell what kind of a bird it is. 


So far there has been no report of 
Illicit Importations by air line, but ex­ 
pectation of such traffic is not denied. 
How to prevent it is a perplexing prob­ 
lem, growing more and more pressing 
as requests for rulings come from dep­ 
uty collectors on our northern 
and 
southern borders. 
In the latter case 
they have had to do 
with 
tobacco 
brought in from Cuba by way of Key 
West and Tampa. 


Here is an entirely now problem for 
the treasury to deal with in the col­ 
lection of revenue through customs du­ 
ties. 
It Is one to be solved by treas­ 
ury regulations (born of decisions) for 
which no additional legislation is need­ 
ed. 
That it may be’solved by a com* 
pnhensive order is almost despaired^ 
of because the best thought of the de- 
pnrtment. although the need of deal- 
inu with the situation has been long 
foreseen, has not been able to hit upon 
a method to c!*ho this door to secret 
Importations thrown open by a mod- 
on method of transportation most dif­ 
ficult, if not impossible, to control. 


May Reruire Registration. 


It is believed that some scheme may 
be worked out whereby all airplanes 
leaving the « 
mtry will be registered 
at the noarc-? custom house on the 
border, where a certificate will be is­ 
sued to bo p 
rented at any custom 
house in returning, as is done now in 
the oruse of automobiles. 
This would 
in most cases be a mere formality, but 
wpuld 
ivrmi* 
search 
in 
suspicious 
cases and wr *ild tend to keep down 
smuggling. “Will be registered” is rec­ 
ognized as putting it strongly, as it 
is admitted it would be impossible to 
compel such registration of a machine 
miles above the clouds. 
The auto- 
mobilist find- it best to comply be­ 
cause without his certificate to surren­ 
der on retur: lie must prove his car 
is of Amerii n make or pay perhaps 
per cent ;*d valorem duty. 
There 
cvould be no ' *ay to stop the ilying ma­ 
chine, coming or going. 


Deputy Collector Hayden L. Moore, 
m Sail Juan. Port«) Rico, seems to 
think he has them going, if not com­ 


ing 
To him airplanes are not auto­ 
mobiles but seagoing vessels. 
Serious 
inquiries from business men on the 
Island have caused him to make this 
ruling: 


“In the absence of specific Instruc­ 
tions from the department, I shall re­ 
quire 
airships 
clearing from Porto 
Rico for foreign ports to be properly 
documented under the rules of the de­ 
partment of commerce in the same 
manner as seagoing vessels are regu­ 
lated, entries nnd clearances 
to be 
made and all dues paid 
at 
custom 
houses in distri«ts where landings are 
effected or voyage* started.” 


I his is ver\ sjiuple. l*ut airplanes 
are peculiar in their mode of travel. 
Ihe collet« or do»*> not say how he pro 
poses to enforce this requirement, and 
has received suguestions from some of 
the Porto Ricans that an avlatle, 
school for customs men bo establish«»«] 
to bestow degrees ,*f “sky inspcetor** 
and "custom ace.’ Service windows in 


the custom hnu*o also are urged bear­ 
ing the legends “Airships entered" and 
"airships cleared.” 


Deputy Collector JJragassa# at Key 
West, has his troubles over what la an 
airplane. 
He recently wrote to Collec­ 
tor Arthur G. Watson, at Tampa, that 
It was almost a daily occurrence for 
airplanes to go over to Cuba and re­ 
turn. One day his messenger boy over­ 
heard a man who had been a pnsgen* 
ger on a boat from Havana ton tho 
difference between traveling that way 
and by airplane. He said he hnd Just 
paid $20 duty on a lot of clgnrettp*, 
when the other day he had brought the 
same amount home by air and did m t 
pay a cent. 
Collector Bragassa want­ 
ed to know, “How about it?” 
CoMpo 
tor Watson told him to talk to th© 
navy people about It. 
He replied:

J. L. Williams, Amos Butt and Ralph 
Butt, of Gettysburg, recently appeared 
before the Public Service Commission in 
Harrisburg to procure a certificate of con­ 
venience to operate an automobile bus 
line between Gettysburg and Hanover.

of all the Latin-American republics 
on Ihe great SiJuth American contlne>nt 
IJrazii alone has positively and active- 
ly cast her lot ivith our.s. She alone 
of all thi» South American 
republics 
nctually 
declared 
war 
against 
Ger- 
many. This step was taken not only 
on account of grievous or belligerent 
acts committed against the people of 
Brazil ijy Gerinany, but also because 
the people of Brazil, like 
ourselves, 
had declared themselves definitely and 
permanently opposed in principle to 
(ierman practici^a and atrocities, and 
no Brazil distinctly stands witli us as a 
champmn of humanity and, therefore, 
our complete ally, maierially and spir- 
itually. 
Brazilian 
tradition has 
also 
considered the United States as her 
l)est friend among all the nations, and 
now we are allies, and in the con- 
Hlructi\i3 future thut a-waits us after 
the war the United States of Brazil 
nnd the United States of America will 
Inevitably assume the leadership of 
tiie western world. 


It sliould. be, in the meantime, not 
only tlie pleasure but the duty of every 
North American to learn all he can of 
(his new comrade who is to share*our 
destiny; of his personality 
and 
his 
temperament at work and nt play. It 
will surprise many of us when wt» 
i'eulize that we are not by any means 
tlattei'ed by comparison. 


Brazilian 
Innately Courteous. 
AViien an American lirst sets foot 
ou Bi'azilian soil he is immediately im- 
pressed by the Brazilian's Innate cour- 
tesy, i*videnced on every side iunong 
all clusises of people without 
regard 
to "race, color or previous condition of 
servitude." 
Pos^^ibly one of the most 
conspicuous examples of this, at least 
one that is espiHMally noticeable to a 
North American, is experienced in tiie 
use of public conveyances. In a tram 
car or lui omnibus one Is absolutely 
astounded when he sees persons al- 
ready sealed making way for a new- 
'•'»mer at a great personal 
inconven- 
ience, and again when the courtesy is 
acknowledgi'd by the action lif the new 
arrival in lipping his liat and in a 
frirndiy smile of good fellowship, in- 
stead of tiie kick and scowl which are 
loo frequently manifested in the stiwt 
cars of our own hu'ge cities. 
Such 
incidents are not exceptions, but 
a 
rulr. 
and 
extrenu^ 
consideration 
Is 
shown on ail occasions. 
It soon be- 
conii'^ contagious, and once afiiuiivd 
(ir regenerated, one's good nature can- 
not long be curtailed, and it is no time 
ijefore the^'stranger bei'uine» fundly at- 
taclied to his alfabh» Brazilian host, 


One cannot wander about the streets 
and shops even for a day before lu^ re- 
marks that nearly every one he meets 
can converse not only in Pcrtugueise. 
the native language, but usually also In 
Kngiish or Fi'encii. It is the .•\».i'piiou 
in a Brazilian family of even moderate 
cii'cumstances when the members can- 
not speak well and correctly two or 
tlii'ee languages. 
How many 
Ameri- 
cans of one's acquaintance can intelll- 
genily and freely converse in any other 
tongue than his native **American"? 


Tht'n, too. the Brazilian shows much 
greater familiarity with and apprecia- 
tion of the arts and literature of otJier 
nations than dui-. his North American 
neighbor. 
The Bja^illan truly recog- 
nizes and estimates good art, wiiether 
in musii'. literature p:.luting or scuip- 
tui^e, and liie recitals, <<'ucerts and 
exhibitions ai'e always well attended 
and conspicuous to North Amerlciins 
bi-'ause of the large inclusion of the 
poorer peopb' in atit-ndance on such 
occasions. 
I"*fh.sibly the best evidence 
of this may be observed In the char- 
acter of the audienci'S ussemblcd at thu 
moderate priced ojiera liouses. 
Oj)era Insteid of Burlesque. 
Opera iti Bvnzli 
Js a niifiouai instJtu- 
U'iHi. ICven thu niediocre <'om|)anie.s are 
•vrJI siiiiported and during the season, 
tt'hich lustu ior many wuuifs^fU opera 


houses are crowded. As in Italy, one 
may see and hoar an excellent per- 
formance for a trivial entrance fee. 
There are many of these lower priced 
opera houses in ail the larger cities 
nnd they are patronized by the same 
class of people 
that in the 
United 
States throng the vaudeville and bur- 
lesque theaters. 
In the galleries one 
sees the most unfortunate specimens 
of humanity; many are barefooted and 
III clad, but all seek diversion or dis- 
traction by listening to the plaintive 
overtures of Verdi or Mascagni. 
And 
such applause! A home run made by 
Bcmny Kauf with the bases full would 
not cause such a demonstration as a 
well rendered aria from "La Tosca" 
or "Aida" by a visiting Spanish 
or 
Italian prima donna. 


Whether It is this aesthetic charac- 
ter or an inherent delicacy, a pro- 
nounced gentility is noted in tho per- 
sonality of the Brazilian. Highly sen- 
sitive and sympathetic by nature, he is 
also extremely generous and 
consid- 
erate. and we should cultivate most 
assiduously 
the 
personal 
regard 
of 
these most delightful people who are 
now offering us their national friend- 
ship. 


Tlie Brazilian already sincerely ad- 
mires and likes the North American, 
nnd. unfortunately, this feeling toward 
us is not evidenced by the people of 
any other Latin-American nation, 
at 
least not to such an extent as is true 
in Brazil. Tills may partially be ex- 
plained by the recollection that in Bra- 
zil ^our national policies and motives 
have never 
been misunderstood 
nor 
impugned, but, on the contrary, Brazil 
has in the past frequently championed 
our cause in Latin America when such 
action was exceedingly unpopular. 


Clever in 
Mechanics, 


In a jjeopic posst'ssed to a marked 
degree of such deep sympathy and fine 
emotions as are the Brazilians 
one 
might not expect to find mechanical 
genius as another national attribute. 
Yet not only is the Brazilian unusually 
clever in mechanical arts and sciences, 
l)ut he is extremely quickwitted, learns 
easily and is swift to improve upon 
any contrivance in Its adaption to local 
coiiilitlons. 


During the last fimr years many suc- 
cessful manufactuiing Industries haV(» 
been establlslied in Brazil, many of 
which require practical skill and sp(»- 
elally trained operators, and these have 
readily been found among Brazilians. 
Tiie municipality of Sao Paulo holds 
an 
annual 
industrial 
exhibition, 
to 
wiiich are admitted only articles manu- 
factured I)y tho "Paullstas," as the peo- 
ple of the ciiy of Sao Paulo are known 
throughout Brazil, Tiie local products 
include viirious lyi)es of machinei'y, ar- 
ticles of iron and st.'el, brass and cop- 
per; textiles, Including .cotton, woolens 
nnd even a very superior- quality of 
silk; clothing for boih men and wo- 
men ; haberdashery, shoes, hats, gloves, 
trunks, leather good^ and a vast num- 
ber of otlier creations requiring higlily 
skilled 
opt>rators and intricate 
ma- 
chinery, all of which demonsti-ates the 
remarkable versatility of tlie Brazil- 
ians.

A largo area of the land in scvornl 
counties in Ohio iwpnvoil for spring 
seeding will be seeded with Marquis 
a spring variety.

They will devote 
a considerable portion of their We<5t- 
orn Canada holdings to growing oats, 
barley and rye.

For 
some time past a considerable quan- 
tity of seed oats has al^o been import- 
ed! 
The prolific yield reported was 
what probably gave an impetus to the 
introduction of wheat.

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Public Action Must Now Force Right 
Handling of Private Timberlands 


By HENRY S, GRAVES, U, S Forester 


The time has come for coiistriU'livc public action 
tliat will l)rijig about a right haiulling of our private 
timber lands. Tho practice of forestry on private timber 
lands is entirely possible, Avhon coupled with a liberal 
policy of public co-operation and assistance. 
Such pub- 
lic help should be provided and forestry be made man- 
datory. 


Our country is progressively destroying its forests. 
The consequences are very far-reaching, .The exhaus- 
tion of the forest is followed by the closing of indus- 
tries, the steady increase of waste lands, the abandon- 
ment of farms tliat depend for their market on the lum- 
ber conunnniticK, and the impoverishment of many regions. 


No section of the country can afford to have a large part of its land 
an unproductive Avaste, with the loss of taxable values, of industries and of 
population that would be supported if these lands were productive. 
No 
section can afford to be dependent for its supplies of Avood products on 
anotlier seel ion from one to three thousand miles away. 


The leaders of the southern pine industry say that the original sup- 
plies of pine in the South will be exhausted in ten yeaVs, and that within 
five to seven years more than three thousand mills will go out of existence. 
Already there ^ri an acute.problcm of 6upi)lies for paper mills and for other 
industries iu the East which use specialized material. 
Pacific coast timber 
as. entering the eastern markets. 
This means that the price of home- 
grown timber has risen to a point making it possible to ship timber 3,000 
miles in competition with it. 


Timber land owners have not recognized an obligation to prevent 
their properties from becoming a sourcc of injury to the community. Even 
in organized fire protection the chief effort is confined to the stands of 
jnerchantable timber. 
The character of the forest problem is such as to 
require the participation and direction of the public. 
We are not going 
to meet the situation until^the public takes 
old of it. 


There should be compulsory fire protection of cut-over lands as well 
as standing timber. 
The public should prohibit destructive methods of 
cutting that iiijiire the community and the public at large. 


At the same time there should be recognized a public obligation not 
to throw the entire burden on private owners through merely restrictive 
measures, but liberal action to aid owners in introducing forestry should 
be taken. The public should provide a sane system of taxation; it should 
co-operate in such problems as overproduction of lumber, land classifi- 
cation, colonization, problems of labor, technical questions relating to 
methods of practice, and other economic, industrial and technical matters 
involved in a constructive program of forestry. 


Sporting Goods Tax Falls Hardest 
on 
the Boy Athletes of the Nation 


By H U - H FULLERTON 


Last year sporting goods either escaped taxation entirely or were 
taxed on certain articles 3 per cent. 
This year all sporting goods are 
taxed JO per cent. 
Other ''luxuries" or ''semi-luxuries" are taxed 2, 3 or 
6 per cent—jewelry 3, chewing gum 2, cosmetics 3, and so on. 
I don't 
care how much they tax sporting goods, but I make a big distinction 
between sporting goods and athletic goods. 


The committee which fixed the tax o]i sporting goods had the idea 
that they were taxing the major leagues and "rich sportsmen.^' 
The fact 
is that all the professional ball clubs in the United States buy less than 
one-half of 1 per cent of the sporting goods manufactured (and that 
almost at cost for advertising pun)oses), while over GO per cent (some 
say 70) are bought by boys under eighteen years of age. 


The tax falls hardest upon the boy athletes. 
You know how impor- 
tant it is to develop tht; boy athletes in this country. 
Congress itself has 
said it w\anted to encourage them, and then by a boneheaded blunder soaks 
them with a 10 per cent tax meant to hit otiiers. 


The tax does not hit the manufacturer, as he passes it on. 'J'he manu- 
facturer will simply add the tax and cK)llect it when the goods are delivered. 


I don't care how much they tax sporting goods. 
Anyone who can 
afford to buy a $100 gun or $50 fishing rod or a $10 pair of wading boots 
ought to be taxed, but the kids can't afford it. 
Every article the kids use 
in baseball, football, tennis, basket ball or any other game is taxed. 


My idea is that athletic goods ought to be distinguished from sport- 
ing goods and exempted from taxation to encourage the develojiment of 
young athletes.

This is quite contrary to the idea of the league of nations as well 
as against the dictates of justice and humanity. 
The Anglo-Saxujis are 
proud to proclaim that they have been fighting for liberty, and especially 
for the rights and liberties of tlje small nations. 
Ja])an will hold them to 


tliis profession. 


Are the leaders U\ the furmation of the league of natit'iis pre])ared to 
banish all discrimination against the Japanese race and aB>ure our people 
the mme liberties they theniselves now enjoy ? 


Unless the league of jiations guarantees to every rau full freedom 
for the natural developmejit of its t^ilents and opportunities it becomes 
no more than a trust for the larger nations to guarantee their own supe- 
riority and present advantageous position; in other words, it becomes a 
pretext ior the retention of unfair monopoly, if there be any monopoly 
that can be /air, 
Japan feels seriously l>ound to call the attention of the 
allies to the abpva point as of vital importance to Jier. 
It is a priiieiple 
for which Japan must stand up at all Jiazards, 
Japan's rigJit to racial 
equality ie stijl ignored.

•Washington borrowed of France the 
men and the nionoy that saved the day for the 
freedom of the colonies.

Franco the ilion and the money that saved the day 
for the froedoin of the nations. 
We repaid La- 
fayette with Pershing. 


There is a universal eagerness to build a fitting 
memorial to tlie heroes of the war of \yars. Monu- 
ments will spring up all over the United States to 
individual men, oilicers and organizations. 
But 
there is an insistent demand for one great national 
memorial. 


The only place for it is, of course, the capital of 
the country, and Washington has been and will be 
in a large sense the capital of 'the world. 


No memorial will be appropriate which has not 
a lasting value and a dignity of usefulness as well 
as beauty and splendor. 
No statue or group of 
statues could b,e rearinl which would express what 
this memorial must express. No column of melted 
cannon, though it were made of steel barrels a mile 
high, would convey the message. An imperial arch 
would imply nothing more than a gateway for con- 
querors and would act simply as an obstruction 
to trallic. 


The right memorial must be a temple, a temple 
of architectural grandeur, a museum for statues, 
busts, tablets, archives and interesting relics, a 
place of d..;!y resort, and a meeting place for 
natl<inal gatherings. 


It Is an amazing fact that Washington—the seat 
of our national government, tho center of world 
activity, the mecca of congresses--has no large and 
dignilicd meeting place, no convention hall of any 
dimensions, 


Tlie memoriiil described will therefore meet a 


pressing need. 


What ideal, should this memorial most vividly 
express? 
Of what religion should the temple bo? 
Surely, the religion of freedom, of democracy, of 
equality, and of opportunity. 


It should express tho triumph of the Ideals of 
Wasldngton and the founders of this Republic as 
those ideals have .spread through' tho world and 
united in the recent bloody victory over the spirit 
of autocracy. 


By strange good fortune these ideals can be im- 
mediately realized. Construction can begin at once. 


Since George Washington would accept no money 
for his services to the nation two gifts were voted 
to him. one consisting of a sum in cash, whlcJi Jie 
disposed of as an endowment to the university 
now known as AVashington and Lee; the other a 
number of stock certillcates vaJued tlieihat $25,000, 
The latter amount he set aside In his will to be 
used as a cumulative tund for the diffusion of 
knowledge. 
In the vicissitudes of time the slock 
he bequeathed lost its value and tiie dying wish of 
the father of his country seemed likely to remain 
forever unluUilled. 


Jtecenlly a movement was set on foot to fulfill 
tho wish. The George Washington Jlemorial asso- 
ciation was formejl and various projects were ad- 
vanced. among them the foundation of a university, 
But the country had now fully blossomed with 
universities, every stale having its own. 
Mrs, 
Henry F. Dluiock, sister of WUlIam C. Whitney, 
^\lnJ as secretary of the navy won the title of 
"p^iiher of the New American Navy/' was elected 
president of the association. 


WitJi characteristic energy, ^Irs. Dimock lias set 
about the accomplishment of the ideal. A national 
committee. Including ennnent men and women from 
nil sections of llie country, has been formed and 
nearly half a r. ilion dollars already collected, In 
nddition to a still larger amount pledged. 


The association 1ms procured from congress the 
grant of an Ideal tract of land which was formerly 
occupied by the Pennsylvania station, and at pres- 
ent covered In part l)y temporary buildings of the 
war <lepariment. This Is almost the only desirable 
site remaining unoccupied In Wat:hington.

lean arcliitects. 
The committee of award selected 
from these a plan of such impressive beauty as to 
silence criticism. 


This majestic structure will bo spacious enough 
to house a multitude. The main auditorium occu- 
pies a floor space of 38,500 square feet, with a gal- 
lery of 10,0(X) square feet, giving a seating capacity 
of 7.000 persons ; it will furnish room for Inaugural 
receptions, national and International conventions 
and conferences, orchestral concerts and celebra- 
tions. 
Several small halls are grouped about it to 
accommodate meetings of smaller bodies—military, 
patriotic, scientiiic, educational, and similar con- 
ventions. 


On the second floor Is a banquet hall with serv- 
ing rooms, seating 600 people. Here also are rooms 
set apart as the permanent national iieadquarters 
of societies of veterans, of reserve oilicers and 
other patriotic societies. 
The third and-fourth 
floors are planned to accommodate a museum and 
library for the care of precious relics, souvenirs, 
historical documents and the personal histories of 
our soldiers, 
A spacious chamber has been set 
apart for the exclusive use of each sovereign state 
of the Union and our outlying possessions. 


The plans have received the indorsement of the 
higjiest authorities. President Wilson writes: 


My Dear Mrs. Dimock: I have noted with 
genuine Interest the plans of the George Wash- 
ington Memorial association for a memorial to 
the boys of 1017 as well as those of '76, 
No 
one' could withhold approval from such plans. 
They undoubtedly exju-ess what the heart of 
the whole country approves.

conditions we are justified in inviting large socie- 
ties and congresses, especially those of an interna-

The control and administration of this building, 
when erected, will be the board of regents of the 
Smithsonian institution, of which the president of 
the United States is the presiding ofllcer, ex-ollicio, 
and the chief Justice the chancellor.

Harrisburg, May 2G, 1919 
Dear ñir:— 


House Bill. No. 419. giving thos of- 
fice auhority to issue checks direct to 
claimants for bounty has been signed 
by the Governor and after June 1. 
1919. will be the law in this State, 
Under the provisions of this Act a 
l)0unty of $8.00 will be paid for wild 
cats. $1.00 for a mink and $2.00 each 
for foxes and weasels. 


The skins of all animals for the 
killing of which a bounty is clained 
must be sent to this office by the 
claimant, just as they are now sent 
when the affidavit is made before a 
Justice of the Peace. 
The skin must 
not be mutilated and affidavits must 
clearly state when as well as where 
the animal in question was killed if 
the claimant hopes to profit by tho 
increased 
bounty on wild cats 
and 
weasels as provided for in this bill. 
Special Deputy Game Protectors aro 
authorized by this Act to take afilda- 
vits of this character and are entitled 
to the same fee that a Justice could 
claim for like services, but must sup- 
ply himself with a proper identifying 
seal at his own expense. 
Paid Game 
Protector is not entitled to such fee. 
All individuals in the State authorized 
to administer oaths can 
take 
such 
affidavit.

HARD TO ENFORCE RULES 


Treasury 
Department 
Bombarded 
With Requests for 
Rulings—Air. 
planes and Hydroplanes Classed 
as Automobiles for Time 
Being. 


Washington.--Smuggling by airplane 
Rounds exciting, and is proving so to 
(ho customs division of the treasury, 
which Is. so to speak, "up in tho air" 
about It. 
Kor the time being, the de- 
partment has ruled that airplanes and 
hydroplanes are automobiles so far 
BS it is concerned, but it is well aware 
that calling a bird a wagon will not 
bring it down to earth where it can 
tell what kind of a bird it is. 


So far there has been no report of 
Illicit importations by air line, but ex- 
pectation of such traihc is not denied. 
How to prevent it is a perplexing prob- 
lem. growing more and more pressing 
requests for rulings come from dep-
